AN UNFAITHFUL HUSBAND'S PENALTY. 

The Cincinnati Commercial says that on 
Wednesday of last week H. G. Sexton, 
formerly of the firm of Maddux Brothers, 
of this city, died of yellow fever in New 
Orleans. Four days before, Katie Booby, a 
servant girl with whom he had eloped, and 
whose widowed mother lives on Mount 
Auburn, died in the same city, and of the 
same dreadful scourge. The particulars of 
the cruel and unaccountable desertion of a 
most exemplary wife and an interesting 
family of children, the flight to New Or- 
leans with his servant girl, and the swift 
and terrible retribution which overtook 
them, as gathered by a Commercial report- 
er, are these: Years ago H.G. Sexton, a 
son of Dr. Sexton, of Rushville, Indiana, 
and a near relative of the late lieutenant- 
governor of the same state, was married to 
Klizabeth Maddux, daughter of one of the 
Maddux Brothers, tobacco dealers, Nos," 25 
and 27 West Pear] street. The father of the 
bride deeded to her a fine residence in 
Avondale, and young Sexton was taken into 
the above-named firm. There was every- 
thing around and before them that a young 
couple could desire, and to all outward ap- 
pearances they lived happily together. 
Five children were born, the oldest of 
whom is now about twelve years of age 
The circle is said to have been a beautifu 
one, and the wife and mother the embodi- 
ment of all those qualities which have made 
sacred those titles. About two years ago 
Sexton took it into his head to study medi- 
cine, and severed his connection with the 
Maddux Bros. He then removed with his 
family to Rushville, Indiana, where his fa- 
ther, Dr. Sexton, resides. Before beginnin 
his studies, however, he changed his te 
as to the profession he would enter, and 
turned his attention to the law. At Rush- 
ville he and his family were almost, if not 
quite as pleasantly located as while living 
in Avondale. Every attention was shown 
them by the husband's relatives, who from 
their high standing were able to make the 
situation exceedingly pleasant. For some 
time before leaving Avondale Mrs, Sexton 
employed a servant gir) named Katie Booby. 
At that time she was quite young, and is 
described as a pretty and well-mannered 
girl. Katie went with them to Rushville, 
and remained in the family until April 
last. She then came to this city, remain- 
ing with her motheron Mt. Auburn until 
July, when she leftagain, ostinsibly to pay 
a visit to relatives in Wisconsin. In the 
meantime Sexton had been in the city, and 
had quietly, though not unknown, disposed 
of the Avondale property. The deeds had 
been made out in the wife’s name, but so 
little was the real purpose of the man di- 
vined that she yielded a full consent to the 
sale, and none of her relations saw any rea- 
so” for counseling her differently. In this 
way Sexton got together about $6,000, 
which, upon returning home, he carefully 
kept in his deepest pocket, to be 
devoted, as the sequel showed, to the basest 
use it was in his power to devise. In July 
Sexton left town to attend, as he claimed, 
the Louisville races. About the same time 
Miss. Booby started, as it was supposed, for 
Wisconsin to visit her relatives. Nothing 
more was ever seen of either of them. 
About a month after the girl had left, her 
mother received word that she had not yet 
reached her ostensible destination. Slowly 
a suspicion of the shocking truth began to 
dawn on her, but months passed without 
anything being found to confirm it. Thurs- 
day a week ago, adispatch came from New 
Orleans saying that Katie had been taken 
down with the fever. It reached the mother 
at midnight. The next day another came, 
saying that Katte was very sick, and on 
Satur morning a third, which said, 
‘Katie is dead.”’ All three of the dispatches 
were signed by H. G. Sexton. On the Mon- 
day following there came a fourth dispatch, 
this time from’ one of the How- 
ards, saying that H. G. Sexton had been 
taken down with the fever. The news was 
immediately forwarded to Rushville. ‘The 
day following another dispatch was received 
from the same source, and on Wednesday a 
third, saying that Sexton was of the re- 
mains. Notices of the death of both ap- 

ared in the New Orleans papers, and have 
been copied in the Cincinnati papers. They 
read as follows: 
SEXTON—At Hammond, La., on Friday morn- 
ing, October 26, 1878, at 5 o’clock, of yellow fever, 
Katie Booby, wife of H. G. Sexton, a native of 
Ohio, a seer.

SUNDAY’S DISPATCHES CONDENSED. 


s Lame Excuse—The Body of A. T. Stew- 

Arrest of John O’Connor—Mrs, Barry's 
Maurder—The Afghan Question —Sec- 
retary Evarts on the Awards. — 


The Times, of India, says, hopes are now 
entertained at Simla of a peaceful solution 
of the Afghanistan difficulty. It is sup- 
posed Russia is exercising a pressure upon 
the ameer with this object. The ameer 
moreover despairs of success against the 
British commander-in-chief. General Browns 
division will strike the first blow if war is 
declared. A dispatch to the Standard from 
Simla says information received from vVa- 
rious siurces say that Afghanistan troops 
are withdrawing from Candahar, the 
ameer having publicly announced that 
Russia will occupy Candahar and Herat. 
The governor of Candahar, however, has 
punished the agitators who endeavored to 
rouse the populace against the English. 
Carl Brown, Dennis Kearney’s private 
secretary, read a speech at the sand lots, in 
San Francisco, to-day, in which he stated 
that Kearney designedly defeated Butler by 
incendiary speeches in Western Massachu- 
setts. Kearney decided three weeks before 
the election to beat Butler, but thought he 
could accomplish more by pretending to be 
Butler's friend than by coming out against 
him. So he stayed till the week before the 
election, when he made very incendiary 
speeches. 

Owing to the unfavorable news from 
abroad continuing, buyersin Havana have 
lowered their offers to such an extent as to 
render them unacceptable. Business is 
therefore restricted,thelmarket closing weak 
ahd nominal. Nos. 10 to 12dry sugar, 5% 
to 6% reals of gold per arrobe; Nos. 15 to 
20, dry sugar, 7% to 8% reals; molasses 
sugar, Nos. 7 to 10, 5% to6% reals; Mosco- 
vedo sugars, nominal; centrifugal sugars, 
Nos. 11 to 13, in boxes and hogsheads, 7% to 
S reals. The stock in warehouse at Havana 
and Matanzas is 71,000 boxes, 38,200 bags 
and 24,350 hogsheads; receipts for the week, 
422 boxes and 210 hogsheads; exports for 
the week, 3,590 boxes, 1,600 bags and 1,300 
hogsheads, including 125 boxes and all the 
bags and hogsheads to the United States. 


All efforts of the detectives to obtain a 
positive clew as to the whereabouts of A. T. 
Stewart's remains have been futile thus far. 
A private detective to-night said he had 
been working on the case since the first day, 
and that from the information he had gained 
he believed the body had been or would be 
yacked in a barrel aud shipped to Havana. 
He had carefully watched the pier where 
the Havana steamers lie, but as yet nothing 
had been discovered. He will leave for 
Havana on the next steamer to follow up 
clews in his possession. 

The letter of Secretary Evarts, to be pre- 
sented to the British government, on the 
subject of the Canada fisheries, is elaborate, 
and sets forth the views of this government 
against the excessive award of $5,500,000 
for the fishing rights in that province. The 
British government is asked to review the 
award of the commissioners, which it is con- 
tended was not in accordance with the spirit 
of the treaty of Washington. 

A dispatch from Vienna says the insur- 
gent committees on the frontiers of Rou- 
melia and in many eg in Macedonia are 
recruiting men under 35 years of age and 
arming the elders for the defense of their 
homes, The insurgents are well armed and 
provisioned. 

The city of New York has effected a set- 
tlement with Messrs. Rogers and Jones, the 
ring fstationers, whose exorbitant claims 
have been exposed from time to time. They 
had brought suits for $200,000, which the 
city refpsed to pay. Now they have accepted 
$50,000 tn full for all claims. 

It is considered in official circles that 
Russia must adhere solely to the treaty of 
Berlin, whatever events may arise in Tur- 
key. itis certain that Russia desires an un- 
derstanding with England, both in Europe 
and Asia, to fix limits to their respective 
influence. 

John O'Connor, ex-member of the house 
of representatives of Ohio, was arrested in 
Dayton, charged with forging a pension cer- 
tificate. He will be indicted by the United 
States grand jury at Cincinnati, and the 
ease tried immediately. 

Work on the national jetties in Charleston 
harbor will begin on December1l. Sullivan’s 
island, or the north jetty, will be construct- 
ed first. General Gil more is here arranging 
for the transportation of granite and other 
material,

THE CAREER OF A BANK BURGLAR. 


——— 


Richard Roe Receives His Pardon from Governor 
Bishop— 


Columbus Letter to the Cincinnati Times. _ 

Governor Bishop, Wednesday, granted a 
pardon toa man known upon the prison 
books as Richard Roe, but in society as 
James L. McCoy. The release of this man 
recalls a history of a crime which is so full 
of interest that it will bear repeating. James 
McCoy was born in Hoboken, New Jersey, 
where his father, a very respectable man, 
kept a well-known hotel. Young McCoy 
was a precocious child, and it needed only 
association with evil companions to direct 
that precocity in the line of crime. After 
arun through juvenile depravity, he left 
home, and joining a gang of burglars, soon 
became an adept in that line. In the course 
of his wanderings he located temporarily 
at Cadiz, Ohio, where he was joined by his 
gang. 

One night in 1866, a night long to be re- 
mem bere by the good people of Cadiz, the 
house of the cashier of the bank of Cadiz was 
entered pg four masked men, and the af- 
frighted family were aroused from a deep 
sleep to find at each of their beds a 
masked man who, with a pistol at their 
heads, demanded perfect silence. The 
cashier, seeing resistance was useless, lay 
still and asked their object, only to be told 
that he must give up the keys of the bank 
vaults. The keys were, after some resist- 
ance, delivered uP, and, after binding and 
gagging the family, the burglars withdrew 
and when daylightcame it was noised abroa 
that the Cadiz bank had been robbed of a 
large sum of money----over a hundred thou- 
sand dollars. It is unnecessary to follow 
the pursuit and trial of the robbers; suffice 
it to say four of the five were after a time 
captured and sentenced to the Ohio 
penitertiary for a term of years, 
and among them was young cCoy, 
then known as Richard Roe, who was given 
a ten years’ term. After a time all the 
money but about forty thousand dollars 
was reeovered by the bank, and it was sup- 
posed that the missing money was that 
given by the gang to McCoy as his share. 
One of the gang escaped, and the most per- 
sistent efforts of the police were unable to 
discover his whereabouts. 


A HANDSOME STRANGER. 


Early in July, 1869, nearly three years 
after this famous robbery oceurred, a distin- 
pian looking man arrived at the leading 
1otel there and secured rooms. He was of 
elegant appearance, and was dressed in ex- 
pensive, but modest, garments, such as are 
worn by gentlemen of taste. He announced 
himself as the American agent of an exten- 
sive Englisn cloth-house, which was about 
establishing agencies in the west. Occa- 
sionally the stranger drove about the city 
with a bright-eyed little beauty, whose ele- 


gance of appearance and dainty garmc nis at- 


tracted general attention amoung the young 
men. While the stranger was agreeable to al! 
his new friends and was always ready to 
discount them in a game of billiards or 
crack the seal of the Sottle at Sillery, he 
never introduced his female friend, whom 
he claimed to be his sister. The pleasant 
agent of the English cloth house and his 
beautiful sister lived an easy life here for 
about three weeks, and one day went out to 
drive, ostensibly to a neighboring town on 
business, and by a singular coincidence, 
when the roll of convicts was called that 
night, James MoCoy alias Richard Roe was 
found to be missing. Of course there was 
agreat commotion among the authorities, 
and offers of rewards for the apprehension 
of the fugitive was wired to all points, and 
guards were sent to all neighboring towns. 
One detachment of guards traced the fugi- 
tives to Delaware, and there lost all track of 
them. The next day team hired by the 
stranger was returned here by alivery stable 
keeper from Delware, who stated that at 
about 2 o’clock that morning he had been 
awakened by the calls of a man asking for 
the care of a team. Upon coming to the 
front of the stable he found a carriage, 
drawn by a team of horses completely cov- 
ered with foam, and showing sigus of hav-s 
ing been driven at great speed. The car- 
riage contained three men and a very pretty 
woman, and the leader of the party, a 
large, handsome man, had said that his par- 
ty came from Columbus on very important 
business, andintended taking the train fo: the 
east, which left ina few moments. He fur- 
ther said the stranger had told him where 
the team belonged, and had given him 
money to pay for the use of the team, and 
ten dollars for his own trouble, and pay for 
the return of the team to Columbus. The 
story of this man was 8 ily communi- 
cated to Col. Raymond Burr, then warden 
os the penitentiary, which, with the 
knowledge he had on the subject, satisfied 
him that the Delaware party was one he was 
specially interested in. When the rouns 
men about town learned that their hand- 
some friend was charged with assisting in 
the escape of the convict, Roe, they were at 
first indignant that any oné should charge 
such a perfect gentleman with being the 
friend of a burglar, but after a time they 
saw the matter in a new light, and were 
wisely Silent as to their acquaintance with 
the man. 
What specially troubled the prison au- 
thorities was to learn who was the third 
man who had been seen in the carriage at 
Delaware, but it was afterward found that 
a young man named Frank Hatch, a sen of 
a foreman of one of the prison shops, was 
missing, and in time it was discovered to a 
certainty that he was the third man in the 
carriage, 
By a system best known to those who 
have dealings with criminals, the plan of 
the escape eame to the knowledge of the 
prison authorities. It appears that the hand- 
some stranger, the supposed agent of the 
English cloth-house, was the burglar who 
had assisted in the robbery of the Cadiz 
bank, and had escaped capture. After his 
escape he went east, and mixed in the vari- 
ous criminal matters, but feeling the need 
of the shrewd head of his pal, McCoy, con- 
ceived the plan of assisting in his escape. 
To find an instrument to assist him in his 
lans was his first object, anid in some way 
» fastened upon young Hatch, Fran 
Hatch was of good yankee stock, and came 
with his father’s family to this city, per- 
hapstwenty years ago. He was a bright good- 
looking young fellow, and when he first 
came here, was a boy of great promise. His 
father’s appointment as a foreman of one of 
the prison shops also gave Frank. employ- 
ment and the run of the prison. As Hatch 
grew to manhood, he became wild and some- 
what reckless, and’ was never quite so happy 
as when in the company of depraved women. 
This weakness the stranger was not long in 
discovering, and as soon as possible a beau- 
tiful fallen woman was brought here from 
the east and introdueed to Hatch as the sis- 
ter of the dashing stranger. The bait took 
well, and very soon Hatch was completely 
under the domain of the pretty frail one. 
By easy stages the subject of the escape of a 
convict was mentioned to Hatch, but he, 
knowing that to assist in such ap escapade 
meant imprisonment for himself, at first 
utterly refused to bea party to it. Then 
the dark eyes of the woman and 
her winning ways were exerted to the 


full, and young Hatch consented to think 
of the matter, and was happy with the 
woman, his destroyer.’ Finding him plia- 
ble the stra capped the climax hy of- 
fering Hatch $7,000 in money if he succeed- 
ed in delivering McCoy, alias Roe, safely out- 
side the prison walls, and safe conduct for 
himself and the woman to New York city. 
This settled the business, and Hatch at 
once communicated with McCoy.

York. The conduct of Hatch nearly broke 
his father’s heart, and brought sorrow upon 
the whole family, but after atime his name 
was not mentioned in the family, and he 
was looked upon as one dead to them. : 
As near as can be learned, McCoy became 
a wanderer from place to place, even going 
as far west as California. the rison author- 
ities repeatedly got upon his track, but he 
was always sufficiently shrewd to match 
cunning with wore 
Nearly three years after the escape, one of 
the prison authorities, while visiting the 
Cherry Hill prison of Philadelphia, was at- 
tracted by the appearance of one of the con- 
victs there confined for participating in the 
burglary of a Philabelphia bank, and upon 
further examination, he proved to be Ke. 
coy, late of the Ohio stronghold. As soon as 
McCoy’s term in the Cherry Hill prison ex- 
pired he was claimed by the Ohio authori- 
ties and returned there to serve out his 
unexpired term of nearly seven years. 
He was only fairly back in the Ohio prison 
when his family, whieh had, in the mean- 
time, removed to Troy, N. Y., began to beg 
for his pardon. Governors Noyes, Allen 
and Hayes were repeatedly applied to, but 
refused to extend executive clemency. 
Then a vigorous campaign was commenced 
upon Governor Tom Young in McCoy’s be- 
half, a beautiful sister of the convict being 
the suppliant. When the state-house at 
taches learned of the business of the hand- 
some woman with the large black eyes, 
they, as a unit, declared big-hearted Gov- 
ernor Tom could never prt ) the pleading 
of such a woman; but Governor Tom dis- 
appointed them all by very firmly refusing 
to give freedom to the bank robber. In 
vain the woman plead and wrung her taper 
white fingers, glistening with jewels, for 
Governor Tom had made up his mind that 
the man did not deserve pardon, and hand- 
some faces and tear-bedimmed eyes could 
not change his decision for a moment. 
Some time agothe old father of McCo 
died, leaving a handsome fortune. Wit 
business to settle up, no male member of 
the family in a condition to assist, the heart 
of the mother and sister went out to the 
eldest son and brother, then an inmate of a 
felon’s cell. The sister-came again to Ohio, 
and after a vigorous campaign, succeeded 
in indueing Judge McIlvaine, who sen- 
tenced the rage ae to recommend his 
pardon, on the grounds that his sentence 
or ten years was a long one, and that his 
term of seven years had probably fully pun- 
ished his offense. Governor Bishop then 
granted the pardon upon condition that 
McCoy never would return to Ohio. The 
sister and brother left the city, last 
night, for their eastern home. What be- 
came of young Hatch will probably be 
asked by many who read this story. Well, 
the burglars took him to New York, as they 
promee, where, after a season of riotous 
iving, the handsome harlot who had lured 
him to his destruction did just what women 
of her class always do when the purse is 
empty--left him for a richer friend. The 
burglars found him in their way, and rather 
expensive to keep as a pet, so they—no, 
they didn’t kill him, but instead they put 
him where he might be useful——had him 
appointed a member of the New York police 
force, which place he held for some time. 
As near as can be learned, he died of con- 
sumption several years ago, his disease 
being brought about by excesses and his 
mode of life.

The Blind of the State. 

The report of Principal Williams for 
1878 extends only to the first day of Oc- 
tober, conforming in this respect to the 
changes inaugurated by the new consti- 
tution. The expenses of the academy for 
the blind during that period were $7,545. 
The trustees ask the legislature to appro- 
priate $12,000 _ for the current 
year, the fourth quarterly pay- 
ment of the existing appropriation 
to remain in the treasury—a reasonable 
request, when the amount needed for re- 
pairs, improvements and new furniture 
is taken into consideration. 

Prof, Williams states that the progress 
of the pupils has been generally satis- 
factory. One of the pupils died of con- 
sumption, but no other case of severe 
sickness arose during the time covered by 
the report. The attendance was 64, and 
the new admissions were 13. This enu- 
meration does not however include assis- 
tant teachers or resident graduates. The 
gratifying fact is stated that of 
eight pupils who left the academy 
last June, seven are working to maintain 
themselves, and the eighth is anxiously 
hunting for work. The workshop is em- 
inently successful. The boys are taught 
in it trades, and so are blind men who 
lose their vision after they pass the 
school age. The girls are taught a variety 
of work, including plain sewing, knit- 
ting and cther, to use the words of the 
professor, “common female work.” All 
this is donein addition to literary and 
musical studies, It is plain that the 
state’s sightless children are well cared 
for inthe academy, and that every dollar 
of the,state’s money appropriated to it is 
made to go as far as possible. 
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Cowgill’s Contribation. 

C. A. Cowgill, who was comptroller of 
the state of Florida during the electoral 
count, and, by virtue of that office, a 
member of the returning board, takes the 
pains to write aletter to the New York 
Tribune in regard to the supposed dis- 
closures made by the alleged cipher dis- 
patches. With an accumulation of ver- 
biage unknown to the ready letter-writers 
of the day, Cowgill goes on to deny, first, 
that he either directly or remotely gave 
any member of any party to understand 
that money or reward of any kind would 
influence his vote, and herein he not only 
vouches for his own immaculate honesty, 
but for that of McLin, which, it seems to 
us, is stretching a point unnecessarily— 
particularly when it is remembered that 
McLin has confessed, over his ¢wn hand, 
that he knew Tilden carried the state 
of Florida, and that he was influ- 
in his official action by the 
hope that Mr. Hayes would pro- 
vide him with an office. Second, 
Cowgill says he decided that the republi- 
can electors were legally entitled to the 
vote of the state without expectation or 
desire of reward. To those whe know 
Cowgill, this will be a very surprising 
piece of information. His denial contra- 
dicts all our knowledge of the motives 
that have influenced southern republi- 
cans. Such evidence as this should be 
thrown out of court. There is not a 
scalawag nor a_ carpet-bagger in 
the entire south who, | while 
suppressing election returns or stuffing 
ballot-boxes, did not expect a substantial 
reward for his knavery. It is useless for 
Cowgill, even in this desultory manner, 
to single himself and McLin out as the 
only virtuous republicans in the south. 
If one was honest all were honest, and in 
writing his letter to the Tribune, Cowgill 
places himself in the dilemma of acting 
the part of an _ honest republican.

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The Greenbackers and the Next House 

The results'of the elections that were 
held one week ago haye been and will 
continue to be subjected to keen inspec- 
tion and analysis; and they certainly 
present an inviting field for both specu- 
lation and _ philosophy. We have 
already presented the matter in dif- 
ferent ways, but we have not dis- 
cussed the effect of the greenback 
strength, upon which the organs are 
just now hanging their highest hopes 
of defeating a democratic organization of 
the next house. In our table of this

“The facts amply justify our figures. 
We have added to the republican vote 
Barlow, of Vermont; Yocum, of Penn- 
sylvania; Russell, of North Carolina; 
Ford, of Missouri, and Forsythe, of Lll- 
nois. If the party that champions the 
national banks, and is enforcing as rigid 
a contraction of the currency as the laws 
permit,—if that party can reasonably 
claim another greenbacker, our informa- 
tion is greatly at fault. No other green- 
backer or independent can vote with 
the republicans without violating either 
positive pledges or well-known wishes of 
supporters. Murch, of Maine, can have 
no hopes or plans outside of the demo- 
cratic party. Weaver and Gillette were 
elected under pledges to go into the dem- 
oeratic caucus. De La Matyr, of Indiana, 
has repeatedly denounced the republican 
party since his election. He was the dem- 
ocratic as well as the national candidate. 
Jones, of Texas, will be in Washington 
as good a democrat as our Mr. Felton or 
Mr. Garth, of Alabama. This disposes 
of the greenbackers, who number only 
ten, all told. Transfer them in a body to 
the republicans, and the democrats would 
still have a majority of 9. Dividing 
them into two equal parts as we have 
done, and as we believe only the worst 
view of the case warrants, the democratic 
majority in the next» house will be 19. 
It should, however, be borne in mind 
that these figures are. for a full house. 
California, whose delegation of four is 
now evenly divided, will not elect new 
members until next September. There 
is also a vacancy in the twelfth New York 
district, caused by the sudden death of 
Mr. Smith, representative-elect. Mr. 
Smith was a republican, but the district 
is, in the absence of the greenback craze, 
good for five thousand democratic 
majority. Clarkson Potter’s majority in 
1876 was over five thousand. We claim 
two of the California members, and we 
expect the democrats of the New York 
district to recover their senses before 
Governor Robinson orders a new election. 
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The Macon and Brunswick Road. 

One of the most interesting reports ac- 
companying the message of the governor 
is that of the commissioners and superin- 
tendent of the Macon and Brunswick 
railroad. It covers a period of twenty- 
two months ending with September 30, 
1878. In that time the road earned $631,- 
911, and expended $554,352, leaving a net 
profit of $77,559, of which amount $65,000 
has been paid into the treasury of thestate. 
Of the expenses $27,233 was for better- 
ments, such as buildings and equipments, 
and $9,802 was on account of some unre- 
tired first mortgage bonds of the old 
company. If these amounts are deducted 
from the expenses, the earnings above 
the actual cost of running the road dur- 
ing the twenty-two months amount to 
$114,595. ‘This'is a very satisfactory sur- 
plus; but still the commissioners advise 
a lease of the road for a term of years, to 
be returned in "Xs gdéod a condition as 
when taken, witha view to a sale of it 
when times are better. It might be 
worth while, however, to see whether an 
offer of purchase could not be 
had that would be acceptable. A road 
that pays, when only-half equipped and 
without decent terminal facilities, a profit 
in times of great financial stringency, 
may be considered by capitalists a good 
thing to get hold of. 

In case the road is neither sold 
nor leased, Superintendent Adams 
thinks the net earnings should _ be 
applied to needed improvements. One 
thousand tons of new rails are needed; 
stone culverts are needed where wooden 
trestles areto be filled up; the track should

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The Deaf and Dumb Asylum. 

The board of trustees and the officers 
of the Georgia institution for the educa- 
tion of the deaf and dumb have just pub- 
lished their twentieth annual report, be- 
ing the first report made by the new 
board elected by the legislature of 1877. 
The new board, in taking charge of the 
institution, encountered many difficul- 
ties. They found that the buildings were 
in a deplorable state of decay, and that 
the furnishing of the institution was dis- 
creditable to the charity of the state; that 
the cooking apparatus was inadequate, 
and that the water-works were totally in- 
efficient. The board have thoroughly re- 
fitted, refurnished and repaired the build- 
ings. 

At the time of the election of the new 
board the average attendance upon the 
institution was forty, and the appropria- 
tion for support $16,500. The legislature 
reduced the appropriation for sustenance 
‘from $16,500 to $12,000. This'latter appro- 
priation was made on the basis of an at- 
tendance of forty, and would have been 
ample for that number. With the new 
dministration, however, the attendance 
soon began to increase. The constitution- 
al convention of 1877 abolished the session 
of the legislature contemplated for Janu- 
aury,1878, and continued for 1878, the appro- 
priation for 1877 of $12,000.00. The board 
found itself during the term just closed 
with an attendance of seventy-three to 
support and educate, still, with only the 

appropriation “made for an attendance of 
forty. With the same ratio of expense 
per pupil as when $16,500.00 was appro- 
priated to the former board in 1876 for 
the support of forty children. The requi- 
site appropriation for the attendance of 
the term now closed would be $30,112.50. 
Still, the board have only $12,000.00 on 
which to carry the institution through 
the present year, with a probability of a 
still larger attendance during the 
next scholasticyear. They - think 
it hardly possible that they 
can provide for the institution, even 
with the most rigid economy, without 
having to admit a small deficiency for 
1878. For the support fund and incidental 
expenses of the institution, they. there- 
fore ask for an increase of appropriation 
for the years 1879-80 over that for 1877-8. 
They have reason to believe that there 
will be from this time forward a steady 
increase of attendance. 

The state, in 1876, purchased property 
for the establishment of an institution 
for colored deaf-mutes, a short distance 
removed from the present institution, to 
be under the direction of the board of 
trustees. A thousand dollars was appro- 
priated for repairs of the building pur- 
chased, which they have expended, and 
found too little by far to pay for the re- 
pairs, improvements and changes requi- 
site. From two to three thousand dollars 
will be needed to remodel the building, 
constrfict cook-room and laundry, and to 
fence in the premises. As soon as this 
building is in readiness there will be an 
attendance of from twenty to forty colored 
mutes to provide for. 

A careful estimate of the various ex- 
penses of support, repairs, ete., for these 
two institutions satisfies the board that 
they must have an appropriation of 
twenty-five thousand dollars per annum 
for the two ensuing years to enable them 
to do justice to the deaf-mute wards of 
the state, and to properly protect and 
keep in repair the premises of the insti- 
tutions. 

And in addition to the sum for the sus- 
tenance of the institution for white mutes, 
they absolutely require considerable ad- 
ditional room. 
besides being insufficient in size,are most 
awkwardly designed for the purposes of 
their construction. There are but two 
sleeping apartments for girls, and into 
each of these during the last term about 
twenty were crowded, their beds almost 
touching each other. This is not as it 
should be. It is not conducive to either 
health, convenience or modesty. There 
is no apartment that may be used for 
hospital purposes, and yet where so many 
persons are together, sickness may 
reasonably be expected among some of 
them at all times. There is nota spare 
bed-room in the institution. There is no 
suitable place for office or library, which 
is very desirable in an institution of the 
kind. The best information at command 
is that there are about three hundred 
deaf-mutes of school age in the state— 
some two hundréd and twenty-five still 
not in school, and unable to get into the 
institution until we have enlarged accom- 
modations. 

It is te be hoped that the general asg- 
sembly will make a prompt and generous 
response to the demands of the trustees. 
There is no public charity more deserv- 
ing than that which sheds light and 
knowledge upon the minds of these 
afflicted children. Underthe new board, 
the institution is not only economically 
managed, but an efficient and a method- 
ical direction is given to its affairs. The 
children are comfortable and happy, and 
their general condition is such as to grat-| 
ify the pride of every Georgian. 

The amount required to carry on the 
institution and promote its influence for 
good is about twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars, and as the legislature will not meet 
again in two years, it is to be hoped that 
there will be neither delay nor discussion 
in the matter of making the appropriation 
asked for. sa |
